Loss Of Blood In Childbirth Is 


Serious For The Anaemic. Mother 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


NE of the = ever-present 

dangers of childbirth Is the 
possibjlity of excessive loss of 
blood, Such a situation — is 
particularly hazardous -if the 
mother is already anaemic. The 
healthy woman is lkely to 
come through such an emergency 
well because she can withstand 
considerable Joss of blood. ‘On 
the other hand, it is likely to be 
disastrous for one already suf- 
fering from = annemia unless 
proper treatment is carried out. 


For this reason, it is important 
to check the blood of every ¢x- 
peclant mother during pres- 


nancy and treat any_ anaemia 
which shows up. 


Anacmia is not a disease in 
Itself but rather a symptom 
which may Indicate poor blood 
formation, blood loss, or in- 
creased destruction of the blood. 
The condition is always accom- 
panled by a decrease in both the 
colour and the number of red 
celly in the blood. During the 
early months of pregnancy, the 
total volume of the blood in- 
creases due to the formation of 
larger amounts of plasma or 
tluld part of the blood; hence 
the content of hemoglobin, 
which is the colour, and the 
number of red cells may appear 
to -be less than normal. 
However, a condition of this 
type requires no special treat- 
ment. 


The most common type of 
anaemia associated with preg- 
nancy is that due to a deficiency 
of iron. Tron is necessary for 
the manufacture of the hemo- 
globin. In this type of nnaemla, 
some of the blood cells may 
be smaller than normal and may 
be abnormal in shape os well.
